Buying Testimony

these practices by USDA have 


been snowballing. . . 

Recently the House Agriculture 
Committee lacked an amendment on 
the Agricultural appropriations bill 
specifically prohibiting this hind of 
spending by USDA. However, this 
amendment was lost In the Senate 
House conference Committee. 

This week another organization 
joined the forces of those complaining 
about these methods. President John 
B. Armstrong of the Texas and South 


western CatUe Kaisers Assn., repre¬ 
senting 14,000 cattle producers, spoke 
out against the use of Federal funds 
to pay for testimony from groups or in¬ 
dividuals favorable to UsDA' views. 
(See story in Column 11. 

Armstrong suggested more hearings 
he held in various parts of the country 
to enable individuals concerned to ap¬ 
pear In greater numbers and thus ob¬ 
tain more grass roots opinion concern¬ 
ing new rules and regulations. This 
procedure could prevent mistakes cre¬ 
ated by a lack oi sufficient study and 
understanding of the problems and 
their impact. Armstrong pointed to 
the beef grading proposals and brucel¬ 
losis regulations as examples. 

Just recently Dr. Donald Kennedy, 
head of the Food & Drug Administra¬ 
tion, announced there would be a delay 
in FDA's proposed rules banning use of 
low level antibiotics in livestock and 


poultry rations and stated the reason 
for his action waa facta he learned at 
throe meetings In various parts of the 
country which brought him groater in¬ 
sight into the problem. Facts un¬ 
covered In these grass roots meetings 
served to change FDA's thinking on the 
impact the proposed ban would bring 


Currently the USDA’s proposals to 
ban use of nitrites in meat products 
has created a similar controversy. 
Congressmen William C. Wampler of 
West Virginia and James G. Martin of 
North Carolina recently introduced le¬ 
gislation which would prohibit the Sec¬ 
retary of Agriculture from taking any 
action to ban nitrites until three months 
after the aacchrin study is completed. 
The Congress halted FDA-USDA 
plana to ban aacchrin as a food additive 
until conclusive testa as to the real, 
Instead of "possible", dangers had been 
establishe d. ' • ’• 

USDA - recently released a typical 
"scare” news release charging that a 
recent study by Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute of Technology indicated nitrites 
were possibly carcinogenic. USDA 
promptly stated that 20 % of the ni¬ 
trites Ingested by humans come from 
those used aa additives in meat pro¬ 
ducts. Borne 80% of tho nitrites In the 
human system originate from natural 
manufacture of them from green and 
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leafy vegetables. This was immediate ly 
challenged by Congressman Martin, 
who said his information Indicated that 
only 2.1% of nitrites came from cured 
meats. 

Marlin reported It was necessary to 
feed cancer-prone rats 1,500 times as 
much nitrite on an avorage as humans 
ordinarily ingest from cured meats. 
A rate he sain was "the human equiva¬ 
lent of onting 586 lbs. of cured monts 
per day.” .. _ 

The DSD A, and mombers of the 
scientific group which conducted the 
MIT nitrite tests, wero reportodly up¬ 
set when Dr. Sloven Tnnnonbnum, 
professor of food chemistry at MIT, 

1 reported the strain of Tats used in the 
teat had a very high incidonce of 
lymphomas, tumors of the lymph 
glands. Tannenbautn pointed out that 
attention to tho tests was heightened 
by the way USDA released the story 
and that reading farther than the first 
few paragraphs took much or the san- 
sational aspects of the report away, a 
clear hint that USDA was once again 
trying to stack the evidence in favor of 
their thoories. 

Apparently USDA’s Assistant Sec¬ 
retary of Agriculture, Carol Tucker 
Foreman, has concluded that there is 
serious need to make haste slowly in 
banning nitritos, since there are aa yet 
no alternatives to the control of the 
deadly botulism organisms..
